In response to the requirement to elect a single 
compound, Applicants elect example 35, disclosed on pages 120-121 of the instant application. 
However, Applicants understand this requirement for election of species is for initial examination 
purposes only, in accordance with MPEP §803.02, and not a requirement to restrict the scope of 
the generic and subgeneric claims of this application to such species. If the Office Action is a 
requirement to restrict the scope of the generic and subgeneric claims to the elected species.
